one was in Monte Cassino in the Ap- 
pennines between Rome and Naples.

'against Mr. Lloyd George and his coalition govern- 
•ment." 


A strong opposition is a necessity under any 


system of popular government. The Liberal party 
is the only nucleus for such an opposition in Eng- 
land. Most unprejudiced observers are confident 


• that if an election were held next week the coali- 
tion cabinet, which Mr. Asquith assails because 
cf its liking for "expedients and experiments" and 
which Lcrd Grey regards as intolerable because it 
has fused political elements formerly irreconcil- 
able, would be returned to power by a handsome 
majority. 


However, the coalition principle cannot be ap- 


plied indefinitely. An end must come to it some 
time. 
And when it does come a revival and 


strengthened Liberal party may once more take up 
the reins of government. Mr. Asquith and Lord 
Grey have a heavy task of reconstruction.
